SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


MORAL DECISIONS 


Thou shalt not follow a muiti- 
tude to do evil... to turn aside 
after a multitude to wrest judgment 
(Exodus xxiii, 2). 


ROM this negatively framed 
injunction Jewish law infers 
an important positive rule: 
that, except when it is “ to do evil,” 
one should follow the mayority. 
This does not ‘mean that the 
majority decision necessarily bears 
the seal of ultimate truth. It ts 
possible that the minority view 
may, after all, be proved to have 
been right. But where a conflict 
of opinion, or an element of doubt, 
exists, it is a convenient guide for 
reaching a decision. 

This principle of majority rule 
is not only applied in every branch 
of Jewish law, but can be found 
at work wherever free expression 
of opinion exists. Without it 
democratic society would be frag- 
mentised and all decisive action 
brought to a standstill. The Torah, 
you will notice, does not find it 
necessary to give this rule direct 


formulation: it can be left for 
human logic to infer. 
BUT when moral issues are 


involved, then majority decision 
breaks down as a reliable guide. 
When, according to our mind and 
conscience, the majority errs in 
moral judgment, when its actions 
are all on the wrong lines and 
violate basic standards of right and 
wrong, then “ thou shalt not follow 
the multitude to do evil.” This is 
a warning to which the Torah, so 
deeply aware of human weakness, 
gives direct, emphatic expression. 
To resist being carried along by 
the mass, to respect the integrity 
of one’s mind and heart against the 
Steamroller of a misguided

AMSTERDAM 

It was often better to have a 
husband and father who was dead 
than one who was imprisoned . for 
life, the Netherlands Minister of

At Pesach time the 
humbler person, dreadmg a large 
grocer’s bill, may feel that he may 
as well be hanged for a sheep as 
for a lamb, metaphorically speak- 
ing.

THE ISRAELI 
BUDGET 

THE Israeli Minister of Finance. 
Mr. Levi Eshkol, has warned 
Israclis in his Budget speech that 
they will have to slow down the 
unprecedentedly rapid rise in their 
living standards and divert a crow- 
ing share of resources to exports 
and investment in order to prepare 
for the anticipated decline in 
Israel's unrequited foreign currency 
income. Warnings of this kind are 
gratifying in contrast to the self- 
satisfaction and complacency of 
previous years, and will, no doubt, 
help to prepare the menta! climate 
for the drastic changes necessary if 
Israel is to advance towards 
economic self-sufficiency. 


The State Budget plays a decisive 
part in shaping economic develop- 
ments in. tIsracl, where publicly 
owned industry accounts for such 
a large share of total resources. 
Any decisive changes in Govern- 
ment e¢conomic policy would, 
therefore, have to be reflected, if 
not initiated, in the Budget, but 
the 1960-61 Budget, like ws pre- 
decessor, gives no indication of 
any marked change. 

1958 and 1959 have been the 
most prosperous years Israel has 


vel enjoyed. Foreign aid and 
Jewish contributions have main- 
tained a very high level, while 
immigration has been down to 
economically insignificant propor- 


tions—net immigration now adds 
less than half of what natural 
increase adds to the population 
each year. This combination of 
circumstances offered Israel a 
breathing space in which to 


strengthen her economy, eliminate 
wasteful anomalies, reduce her 
foreign indebtedness, and prepare 
for the lean years which are hable 
io follow. 


Admittedly littl, however, was 
done to make use of this breathing 
space, and the new Budget foresees 
a further substantial mecrease in cur- 
rent Government expenditure on 
salary increases, social services, and 
social assistance, as well as defence. 
Direct and indirect taxation com- 
bined are not to absorb a larger 
proportion of the growing national!

NEW PRINCE 


THe birth of the new Prince is 
an occasion [tor rejoicing to all the 
Queen's subjects in every part of 
the British Commonwealth. The 
Jewish community s loyal congratu- 
lations and sincerest good wishes 
to Her Majesty and the Duke of 
Edinburgh have been expressed by 
the office of the Chief Rabbi. 
We add our prayers that the 
Divine blessing will be bestowed 
upon the happy parents and the 
imfant Prince and upon all the 
members of the Royal Family. 
Ihe Queen's Jewish subjects recall 
with pride that both she and her 
husband are descendants of Queen 
Victoria, in whose reign Anglo- 
lewry received its political eman- 
cipation.

the grandson of Queen Victoria 
and grandfather of Queen Elizabeth 

the Holy Land was liberated trom 
the oppression of centuries.

VAGUE DECLARATION 


CONFLICTING statements on the 
scope and validity of the I[ripar- 
tite Declaration have been [frequent 
since it was first promulgated in 
1950. The Governments of 
Britain, France, and the United 
States then declared their intention 
to take action in the case of any 
aggression between Israel and the 
Arabs, and to withhold arms from 
any State which was likely to 
commit aggression. In fact, a 
very keen arms race has been in 
progress for several years and 
little could be done to stop it, since 
the Soviet Union is bound neither 
by the spirit nor the letter of the 
Declaration. Moreover, for politi- 
cal reasons, the Western Powers 
themselves have continued to 
supply modern armaments to 
several Arab Powers. During the 
Sinai Campaign, the United States 
Government on the one hand, and 
the British and French on the 
other, took diametrically opposite 
Stands, and all three Powers have 
avoided clarifying their position on 
the question of what constitutes the 
Israel-U.A.R.

been picked. The packers were 
employed by the individual grower, 
whose instructions they had to 
heed, and the selection as well as 
the grading of the produce by 
quality was naturally very hap- 
hazard. No machinery was used, 
most of the selecting and packing 
work being done earthen 
floors, and all by hand. 


Far-Reaching Changes 


Ihe establishment of the State of 
Israel, where the citrus industry 1s 
almost completely Jewish, and 
fierce competition from other citrus 
exporting countries, necessitated 
far-reaching changes. Israeli 
experts went out to the United 
States orange-growing regions, 
California and Florida, where they 


studied up-to-date techniques of 
picking and packing; then the 


organisations of the growers, the 
Citrus Marketing Board, and the 
Government together set aboul 
establishing modern central pack- 
ing houses, of which there are now 
already 30. 

Said Mr. Dor: “ This season we 
expect an. export of 10,000,000 
standard cases of Jafla oranges, 
grapefruit, lemons, clementines 
(the Israeli variety of .mandarins), 
which will be one million more 
than last season and will represent 
an estimated value of about 
$50 million.” 

All this fruit will be packed in 
the central packing houses, which 
are fully mechanised—it will be 
first washed there and disinfected, 
waxed, graded, and selected.

Modern packing houses enable 
the Israelis to use efficient methods 
of eliminating wastage and of pre- 
venting decay ; they also facilitate 
the switching over from one type 
of container to another, according 
to the. differing requirements ol 
the various export markets. The 
central packing house ts. also the 
place where the export fruit ts 
graded for size. The standard case 
contains anything from 120 of the 
large-size oranges to 420 of the 
smallest ones. As a result of 
proper disinfection and the use of 
Diphenyl-impregnated wrappers the 
percentage of wastage in trans- 
port has been greatly reduced. 


New Containers 


Mr. Dor told me that they had 
experimented with a new type of 
container, the Bruce box, which 1s 
made of light, thin wood and is 
held together by wire. It is just 
half the weight of the standard 
carton container. “We are 
going to introduce the Bruce box 
more and more: but we shall also 
retain the present standard carton 
for those of our customers who 
prefer it,” he said. 

He emphasised that with the 
introduction of the central packing 
houses the Israeli citrus industry 
has reached a stage where it can 
ship abroad citrus fruit of the best 
quality and of a uniform standard. 
This is being ensured on the spot 
by controllers, both of the Market- 
ing Board and of the Government, 
who supervise the selection and 
packing in the central houses ; and 
there is a second check by special 
inspectors in the ports of Haifa and 
Jafia. Should any damage occur 
during the voyage it would be 
detected at the receiving end by 
inspectors of the Marketing Board, 
of whom there are eight in this 
country alone. 


Israeli citrus has come a long 
way—in the geographical sense as 
well as in its reputation. And the 
Israelis competing in the world 
market are quite determinec to 
keep it at top level. 


ORANGE JUICE—AND 
ORANGE JUICE! 


From a Correspondent 


HAT do you drink when 

you drink “ orange juice =? 

A test carried out some 
lime ago by the Consumers Asso- 
ciation, the results of which were 
published in “ Which?” revealed 
very wide variations jin the con- 
Stituents of various proprictary 
brands. . 

Apart from the not unimportant 
fact that we like its flavour, most 
of us drink orange juice for the 
sake of health, because of the 
Vitamin C it contains. It comes as 
something of a blow to find that 
some of these preparations contain 
no Vitamin C at all—and precious 
little orange! 

The Food Standards Order 
requires that there must be not 
less than a certain proportion of 
fruit juice, or fruit and added 
sugar. But in the better brands 
this proportion js very much 
exceeded. 

Best of all, of course, is the 
juice of fresh oranges WJaffas for 
preference!) and next best is 
canned orange juice. Both the 
brands tested (“ Gold Cup” Jaffa- 
juce and Double Crown) showed a 
Vitamin C content of 10 mg. per 
fluid ounce.

Testing for Flavour 


Perhaps not less important than 
these tests is the more subiective 
one of flavour. To me, at any rate, 
the most palatable of all orange 
drinks is the canned juice from 
Isracl—-when one can buy it. 
Jaffajuce is in good supply, and 
one sees an occasional tin of Assis, 
but the other brands seem to have 
disappeared from the English 
market. But if you buy either of 
these you will have a pleasant 
drink, benefit your health, and 
help Israel's economy.

Isolates are one of the new dis- 
coveries in the science of perfume 
making. They are elements 
odtained from many sources, 
notably rosewood, clove oil, lemon 
and oil of citronella. After 
extraction the isolate is subjected 
to different treatments under high 
pressure, whereupon it breaks down

into several diflerent scents which 
bear little or no relation to the 


Original source. From citronella, 
lor example, the aromas of rose, 
ily, and cyclamen emerge, while 
lemon grass produces verbena and 
violet. | 


Testing and Grading 


Behind the extraction of the 
isolates lies a vast amount of highly 
skilled laboratory work. We went 
next to the big airy laboratories, 


looking out on sunlit mountain 
slopes, where the isolates were 
being tested and graded. Each 


scent is divided into three groups, 
the head, the heart—which is the 
finest grade—and the tail, which is 
used for perfuming less expensive 
soap and other toiletries. Here we 
saw the “noses” in action, for all 
this selection js done entirely by the 
human nose. Everyone joining the 
stall of the factory has to undergo 
a Special “ nose training” until the 
sense of smell becomes developed 
tar beyond the normal. Naturally 
enough, this prohibits heavy smok- 
ing or drinking. One must live 
quite an ascetic life to become a 
good “ nose ™! 

When we reached the “ chapel ” 
we discovered that it was, in fact.

A Little Learning 


Although no housewife can be 
expected to know and recognise 
all varieties of oranges that come 
into the shops, a little general 
knowledge can be interesting and 


useful. Oranges can be divided 
roughly into three main types : the 
Navel 1s a roundish, often rather 


large fruit, with a smooth, thin skin 
and a small circular navel-like 
growth at the calyx end. The Jaffa, 
or Shamouti—the word is an Arab 
one meaning “oval equally 
easily identified by its shape, easy- 
to-peel skin and long inside 
|“ quarters.” The Valencia type 
| includes round and slightly more 
| oblong varieties of all sizes. Blood 
oranges are, of course, easily recog- 
nisable when ripe by their crimson- 
flushed skin and red-streaked flesh. 


The orange that is in perfect 
eating condition ts firm and plump 


to the touch and should feel solid 


and quite weighty in the hand. 
Lightness of colour does not 
necessarily indicate  unripeness. 


Depth of colour varies consider- 
ably with different varieties and the 
climates in which they are grown. 
A ripe orange has a= spicy, 
aromatic fragrance; an immature 
one is less scented. The same 
principles apply to grapefruit, 

tangerines, clementines, and 
lemons. Never buy any fruit that 
has a soft spot where the skin 
breaks easily when pressed. The 
smallest tinge--of rottenness will 
give the whole fruit a musty, bitter

In this category are a 
few hundred very rare books which 
are probably the only such volumes 
in existence apart from the Lenin 
Library in Moscow.

Art Notes 


SENSUOUS COLOUR 


By F. G. STONE 


Linder the tithe Homage to 
Matthew Smith, Arthur Tooth and 
Sons have gathered together a loan 


exhibition of paintings from private 
collections which were not included 
in the Epstein sale at the Leicester 


Galleries in 1939 or in the retro- 
spective exhibition at the Tate in 
1953. Though they add little to our 


knowledge of the man, they under- 
line his basic qualities and they afford 
great pleasure. The earliest ts a girl 
in a red sari, painted in 1925, and 
the last a very well-knit still-life with 
a blue-and-white jug which remains 
in the memory from its being painted 
and hung here in 1954. 

Sir Matthew was a Fauve and 
remained a Fauve to the end. He 
was one of the most Continental of 
English painters, not merely by virtue 
of spending most of his working life 
in France, but by virtue of the 
quality and freedom of his paint. He 
painted passionately, trying to express 
form and light with sensuous colour, 


and at his best succeeded. Othe: 
times he would leave parts of his 
subject unresolved or use a_ cal- 


ligraphic scribble to evade a formal 
issue. There are two flower-pieces 
here in which the pots are the same 
flowing consistency as the ‘clhiage. 
because it was colour that he was 
concerned about.

Crimson and ultramarine, gold and 
orange, chrome and emerald, magenta 
and scarlet, pink and white, purple 
and ochre, brown and lilac, turquorse 
and peacock green—-no one could 
have got farther from Giggleswick.

minated, dating from the eleventh 
century; 700 items in liturgical 
and non-liturgical music; and 
7,900 prints, etchings, and photo- 
graphs. 

At present in great demand is the 
Jewish Sovietika, a source of much- 
needed information on book-lore, 
folk-lore, linguistics, literary criti- 


cism,  Biro-Bidjan, education, 
Marzism, and Jewish political 
parties. In this category are a 


few hundred very rare books which 
are probably the only such volumes 
in existence apart from the Lenin 
Library in Moscow. The Yiddish 
Sovietika alone contains 20,000 
books, 25 per cent of the estimated 
total of Yiddish books published 
by the Soviet authorities between 
October 1917, and 1948. 

Among items of _ particular 
interest to Anglo-Jewry are a 
letter from Manasseh ben Israel 
(Amsterdam 1648); Kimhi's Hebrew 
Dictionary translated into Latin 
(Sebastian Muenster, Basle, 1564), 


inscribed “Sum Ben Jonsonn”: 
“My Wife's Book and Mine. 
Robert Browning, April, 1783,” 


a Bible with an earlier inscription 
“non sibi sed toti” in the hand- 
writing of Bishop Berkeley: a 
Pentateuch on parchment owned 
by the Duke of Sussex in 1825; 
and a pocket Bible written in a 


kind of pre-Pitman shorthand by 
William Addy, a Londoner, in the 
late seventeenth century. 
Another Anglo-Jewish contribu- 
tion is the librarian himself, Dr. 
Nahum M. Sarna, a graduate of 
Jews’ College, former lecturer at 
the University of London, and now 
Assistant Professor of Bible at the 
Seminary. Dr. Sarna swperintends 
every aspect of library administra- 
tion, and among his multitudinous 
responsibilities is that of dealing 
On an international scale with 
queries and requests from eminent 
scholars and bibliographers.
